V. 


Let no miniſter be litigious in 
any thing; not greedy or cove- 
tous; not inſiſting upon little 
things, or quarreling for, or ex- 
acting of every minute portion of 
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his dues; but bountiful and eaſie; 
remitting of his right, when to do 
fo may be uſeful to his people, or 
when the contrary may do miſ- 
chief, and cauſe reproach. Be not 
over righteous (ſaith Solomon) that 
is, not ſevere in demanding, or 
forcing every thing, though it be 
indeed his due. 
Let not the name of the church 
be made a pretence for perſonal 
covetouſneſs; by ſaying, you are 
willing to remit many things, but 


you muſt not wrong the church: 
for though it be true, that you are 
not to do prejudice to ſucceſſion, 
yet many things may be forgiven 
upon juſt occaſions, from which 
the church ſhall receive no incom-

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Take no meaſures of humility, 


but ſuch as are material and tan- 


gible; ſuch which conſiſt not in 


humble words, and lowly geſtures; 
but what is firſt truly radicated in
